The Senate attended, and took seats in the House ; when, both Houses being assem- 
bled, the President of the United States came into the Representatives! chamber, and 
addressed them as followeth : 

Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of Representutives: ` 


In recurring to the internal situation of our country, since I had last the pleasure to 
address you, I find ample reason for à renewed expression of that gratitude to the Rules, 
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‘of the Universe, which a continued series of prosperity has so often and so justly called 
forth. 

The acts of the last session, which required special arrangements, have been, as far 
as circumstances would admit, carried into operation. i 

Measures calculated to ensure a continuance of the friendship of the Indians, and to 
preserve peace along the extent of our interior frontier, have been digested and adopt. 
ed. In the framing of these, care has been taken to guard, on the one hand, our advanced 
settlements from the predatory incursions of those unruly individuals who cannot be 
restrained. by their tribes; and on the other hand to protect the rights;secured to the 
Indians by treaty ; to draw them nearer to the civilized state; and inspire them with 
correct conceptions of the power, as well as justice, of the Government. i 

The meeting of the Deputies from the Creek nation at Colerain, in the State of 
Georgia, which bad fora principal object the purchase of a parcel of their land by that 
State, broke up without its being accomplished ; the nation having, previousto their de- 
parture, instructed them against makingany sale, the occasion, however, has been im- 
proved, to confirm, by a new treaty with the Creeks, their pre-existing engagements 
with the United States, and to obtain their consent to the establishment of tradin 
Houses and military posts within their boundary ; by means of which, their friendship, 
and the general peace, may be more effectually secured. ` 

The period during the late session at which the appropriation was passed for carry- 
ing into effect the treaty of amity, commerce, and navigation, between the United 
States and his Britannic Majesty, necessarily procrastinated the reception of the posts 
stipulated to be delivered, beyond the date assigned for that event. As soon, how- 
ever, as the Governor General of Canada could be addressed with propriety on the 
subject, arrangements were cordially and promptly concluded for their evacuation, and 
the United States took possession of the principal of them, comprehending Oswego, 
Niagara, Detroit, Michilimakinac, and Fort Miami, where such repairs and additions 
have been ordered to be made, as appeared indispensable. 

The Commissioners appointed on the part of the United States and of Great Britain, 
to determine which is the river St. Croix mentioned in the treaty of peace of 1783, 
agreed in the choice of e Benson, Esq. of New York, for the third Commissioner. 
The whole met at St. Andrew's, in Passamaquoddy Bay, in the beginning of October ; 
and directed surveys to be made of the rivers in dispute ; but, deeming it impractica- 
ble to have these surveys completed before the next year, they adjourned, to meet at 
Boston, in August 1797, for the final decision of the question. 

Other Commissioners, appointed on the part of the United States, agreeably to the 
seventh article of the treaty with Great Britain, relative to captures and condemnation 
of vessels and other property, met the Commissioners of his Britannic Majesty, in Lon- 
don, in August last, when John Trumbull, Esq. was chosen by lot, for the fifth Com- 
missioner. In October tollowing, the Board were to proceed to business. As yet, 
there has been no communication of Commissioners on the part of Great Britain, to 
unite with those who have been appointed on the part of the United States, for carry- 
ing into effect the sixth article of the treaty. 

The treaty with Spain required that the Commissioners for running the boundary line 
between the territory of the United States and his Catholic Majesty’s provinces of East 
and West Florida should meet at the Natchez before the expiration of six months after 
the exchange of the ratifications, which was effected at Aranjuez on the twenty-fifth 
day of April; and the troops of his Catholic Majesty occupymg any posts within the 
limits of the United States, were, within the same period, to be withdrawn. The Com- 
missioner of the United States, therefore, commenced his journey for the Natchez in 
September ; and troops were ordered to occupy the posts from which the Spanish gar- 
Tisons should be withdrawn. Information has been recently received of the appoint- 
ment.of a Commissioner on the part of his Catholic Majesty, for running the boundary 
line / but none of any appointment for the adjustment of the claims of our citizens 
whose vessels were captured by the armed vessels of Spain. 

In pursuance of the act of Congress passed in the last session, for the protection 
and relief of American seamen, agents were appointed, one to reside in Great Britain, 
and the other in the West Indies. The effects of the agency in the West Indies are 
pot yet fully ascertained ; but those which have been communicated afford grounds te 
believe the measure will be beneficial. The agent destined to reside in Great Britain, 
declining to accept the appointment, the business has consequently devolved on the 
Minister of the United States in London, and will command his attention, until a new 
agent shall be appointed. ` 

After many delays and disappointments, arising out of the European war, the final . 
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arrangements for fulfilling the engagements made to the Dey and Regeney of Algiers, 
will, in all present appearance, be crowned with success ; but under great, though in. 
evitable disadvantages, in the pecuniary transactions, occasioned by that war, which 
will render a further provision necessary. The actual liberation of all our citizens, who 
were prisoners in Algiers, while it gratifies every feeling heart, is itself an earnest of a 
satisfactory termination of the whole negotiation. Measures ate in operation for effect. 
ing treaties with the Regencies of Tunis and Tripoli. 

"To an active external commerce, the protection of a naval force is indispensable. 
This is manifest with regard to wars, in which a State itself is a party. But besides 
this, itis in our own experience, that the most sincere neutrality is not a sufficient 
guard against the depredations of nations at war. To secure respect to a neutral flag, 
requires à naval force, organized and ready to vindicate it from insult or aggression. 
This may even prevent the necessity of going to war, by discouraging belligerent 
Powers from committing such violations of the mghts of the neutral party, as may, 
first or last, leave no other option. From the best information I have been able to ob- 
tain, it would scem as if our trade to the Mediterranean, without a protecting force, 
will always be insecure, and our citizens exposed to the calamities from which numbers 
of them have but just been relieved. I 

These considerations invite the United States to look to the means, and to set about 

the gradual creation of a Navy. The increasing progress of their navigation promises 
them, at no distant period, the requisite supply of seamen ; and thcir means, in other 
respects, favor the undertaking. It is an encouragement, hkewise, that their particu- 
lar situation will give weight and influence to a moderate naval force in their hands. 
"Will it not then be adviseable to begin, without delay, to provide and lay up the ma- 
terials for the building and equipping of ships of war; and to proceed in the work, 
by degrees, in proportion as our resources shall render it practicable without inconve- 
nience ; so that a future war of Europe may not find our commerce in the same un-, 
protected state in which it was found by the present ? 
. Congress have repeatedly, and not without success, directed their attention to the 
encouragement of manufactures. The object is of too much consequence not to en- 
sure a continuance of their efforts in every way which shall appear eligible. As a ge- 
neral rule, manufactures on public account, are inexpedient. But where the state of 
things in a country leaves little hope that certain branches of manufacture will, for à 
great length of time, obtain; when these are of a nature essential to the furnishing and 
equipping of the public force in time of war; are not establishments for procuring 
them on public account, to the extent of the ordinary demand for the public service, re- 
commended by strong considerations of national policy, as an exception to the gencral 
rule? Ought our country to remain in such cases dependent on foreign supply, pre- 
carious, because liable to be interrupted? If the necessary articles should, in this 
mode, cost more in time of peace, will not the security and independence thence 
arising, form an ample compensation ? Establishments of this sort, commensurate 
only with the calls of the public service in time of peace, will, in time of war, easily 
be extended in proportion to the exigencies of the Government ; and may even, per- 
haps, be made to yield a surplus for the supply of our citizens at large, sò às to miti- 
gate the privations from the interruption of their trade. If adopted, the plan ought to 
exclude all those branches which are already, or likely soon to be, established in the 
country, in order that there may be no danger of interference with pursuits of indivi- 
dual industry. d I 

It will not be doubted, that with. reference either to individual or national welfare, 
agriculture is of primary importance. In proportion as nations advance in popula- 
tion, and other circumstances of maturity, this truth becomes more apparent, and ren- 
ders the cultivation of the soil more and more an object of public patronage. Institu- 
tions for promoting it, grow up, supported by the public purse; and to what object 
can it be dedicated with greater propriety? Among the means which have been erm- 
ployed to this end, none have been attended with greater success than the establish- 
ment of Boards, composed of proper characters, charged with collecting and diffusing 
information, and-enabled by premiums, and small pecuniary aids, to encourage and 
assist a spirit of discovery and improvement. This species of establishment contri- 
butes doubly to the increase of improvement, by stimulating to enterprize and experi- 
ment, and by drawing to a common centre the results every where, of individual skill 
and observation, and spreading them thence over the whole nation. Experience ac- 
cordingly has shown, that they are very cheap instruments of immense national benefits. 

T have heretofore proposed to the consideration of Congress, the expediency of es- 


| tablishing a National University, and also a Military Academy, The desirableness of 
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both these institutions, has so constantly increased with every new view I have taken 
of the subject, that I cannot omit the opportunity of once, for all, recalling your atten- 
tion to them. 

, The Assembly to which T address myself, is too enlightened not to be fully sensible 
how much a flourishing state of the arts and sciences contributes to national prosperity 
and reputation. True it is, that our country, much to its honor, contains many semi- 
naries of learning highly respectable and useful; but the funds upon which they rest 
are too narrow to command the ablest professors, in the different departments of 
liberal knowledge, for the institution contemplated ; though thcy would be excellent 
auxiliaries. 

Amongst the motives to such an institution, the assimilation of the principles, opi- 
nions, and manners of our countrymen, by the common education of a portion of our 
youth from every quarter, well deserves attention. The more homogeneous our citi- 
zens can be made in these particulars, the greater will be our prospect of permanent 
union; and a primary object of such a national institution should be, the education of 
our youth in the science of Government. In a republic, what specics of know! 
can be equally important? and what duty more pressing on its Legislature, than to 
patronize a plan for communicating it to those who are to be the future guardians of 
the liberties of the country ? 

The institution of a Military Academy is also recommend, d by cogent reasons. 
However pacific the general policy of a nation may be, it ought never to be without 
an adequate stock of military knowledge for emergencies. The first would impair 
the energy of its character, and both would hazard its safety, or expose it to greater 
evils when war could not be avoided. Besides, that war might often not depend upon 
its own choice. In proportion as the observance of pacific maxims might exempt a 
nation from the necessity of practising the rules of the military art, ought to be its care 
in preserving and transmitting, by proper establishments, the knowledge of that art. 
Whatever argument may be drawn from particular examples, superficially viewed, 2 
thorough examination of the subject will evince, that the art of war is at once com, 
prehensive and complicated; that it demands much previous study ; and that the pos- 
session of it in its most improved and perfect state, is always of great moment to the 
security of a nation. This, therefore, ought to be a serious care of every Govern- 
ment; and for this purpose, an Academy, where a regular course of instruction is 
given, is an obvious expedient, which different nations have successfully employed. 

The compensations to the officers of the United States, in various instances, and in 
none more than in respect to the most important stations, appear to call for legislative 
revision. The consequences of a defective provision, are of serious import to the Go- 
vernment. If private wealth is to supply the defect of public retribution, it will greatly 
contract the sphere within which the selection of character for office is to be made, 
and will proportionally diminish the probability of a choice of men able as well as up- 
right. Besides, that it would be repugnant to the vital principles of our Government, 
virtually to exclude from public trusts, talents and virtue, unless accompanied by 
wealth. 

While, in our external relations, some serious inconveniences and embarrassments 
have been overcome, and others lessened, it is with much pain and deep regret I men- 
tion, that circumstances of a very unwelcome nature have lately occurred. Our trade 
has suffered, and is suffering, extensive injuries in the West Indies, from the cruisers 
and agents of the French Republic ; and communications have becn received from its 
Minister here, which indicate the danger of a further disturbance of our commerce 
by its authority ; and which are, in other respects, far from agreeable. 

it has been my constant, sincere, and carnest wish, in conformity with that of our 
nation, to maintain cordial harmony, and a perfect friendly understanding with that 
Republic. This wish remains unabated; and I shall persevere in the endeavor to 
fulfil it, to the utmost extent of what shall be consistent with a just and indispensable 
regard to the rights and honor of our country; nor will I easily cease to cherish the 
expectation, that a spirit of justice, candor, and friendship, on the part of the Repub- 
lic, will eventually ensure succcss. 

In pursuing this course, however, I cannot forget what is due to the character of our 
Government and nation ; or to a full and entire confidence in the good sense, patriot- 
ism, self respect, and fortitude of my country men.

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Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : 


I have directed an estimate of the appropriations necessary for the service of the 
ensuing year to be submitted from the proper department, with a view of the public ` 
receipts and expenditures to the latest period to which an account can be prepared. 
< Tt is with satisfaction I am able to inform you, that the revenues of the United States 
continue in a state of progressive improvement. 

A reinforcement of the existing provisions for discharging our public debt, was 
mentioned in my address at the opening of the last session. Some preliminary steps 
were taken towards it, the maturing of which will, no doubt, engage your zealous at- 
tention during the present. I will only add, that it will afford me a heart-felt satis- 
faction to concur in such further measures as will ascertain to our country the pros- 
pect of a speedy extinguishment of the debt. Posterity may have cause to regret, 
if, from any motive, intervals of tranquillity are left unimproved fer accelerating this 
valuable end. - 


Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of Representatives: 


My solicitude to see the Militia of the United States placed on an efficient establish- 
ment, has been so often, and so ardently expressed, that 1 shall but. barely recall the 
subject to your view oh the present occasion ; at the same time, that I shall submit to 
your inquiry, whether our harbors are yet sufficiently secured. 

The situation in which I now stand, for the last time, in the midst of the Repre- 
sentatives of the People of the United States, naturally recalls the period when the 
administration of the present form of Government commenced ; and I cannot omit the 
occasion to congratulate you, and my country, on the success of the experiment, nor 
to repeat my fervent supplications to the Supreme Ruler of the Universe and Sove- 
reign Arbiter of Nations, that his providential care may still be extended to the United 
States; that the virtue and happiness of the People may be preserved ; and that the 
Government which they have instituted for the protection of their liberties, may be 
perpetual.

While we notice with satisfaction, the steps that you have taken, in pursuance of the 
late treaties with several foreign nations, the liberation of our citizens who were prison- 
ers at Algiers, is a subject of peculiar felicitation. We shall cheerfully co-operate in any 
further messures that shall appear, on consideration, to be requisite. 

We have everconcurred with youin the most sincere and uniform disposition to preserve 
our neutral relations inviolate, and it is, of course,

that any interruption of our harmony with the French Republic has occurred : For we

Your endeavors to fulfilthat wish, 
and by all honorable means to preserve peace, and to restore that harmony and affec- 
tion which have heretofore so happily subsisted between the French Republic and the 
United States, cannot fail, therefore, to interest our attention. And while we participate 
in the full reliance you have expressed on the patriotism, self-respect, and fortitude, of 
our countrymen, we cherish the pleasing hope that a mutual spirit of justice and mo- 
deration will ensure the success of your perseverance. ` 


The various subjects of your communication will respectively meet with the attention 
that is duc to their importance : 
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When we advert to the internal situation of the United States, we deem it equally 
natural and becoming to compare the present period with that immediately antece- 
dent to the operation of the Government, and to contrast it with the calamities in which 
the state of war still involves several of the European nations, as the reflections de- 
duced from both, tend to justify as well as to excite a warmer admiration of our free 
Constitution, and to exalt our mindsto a more fervent and grateful sense of piety to- 
wards Almighty God, for the beneficence of his providence, by which its administra- 
tion has been hitherto so remarkably distinguished. 

And while we entertain a grateful conviction, that your wise, firm, and patriotic ad- 
ministration has been signally conducive to the success of the present form of Govern- 
ment, we cannot forbear to express the deep sensations of regret, with which we com- 
template your intended retirement from office. 

As no other suitable occasion may occur, we cannot suffer the present to pass, with- 
out attempting to disclose some of the emotions which it cannot fail to awaken. 

The gratitude and admiration of your countrymen are still drawn to the recollection 
of those resplendent virtues and talents which were so eminently instrumental to the 
achievement of the Revolution,and of which that glorious event will ever be the memorial. 
Your obedience to the voice of duty and your country, when you quitted, reluctantly, 
a second time, the retreat you had chosen, and first accepted the Presidency, afforded. 
anew proof of the devotedness of your zeal in its service, and an earnest of the pa- 
ériotism and success which have characterized your administration. As the grateful 
eonfidence of the citizens in the virtues of their Chief Magistrate, has essentially con- 
tributed to that success, we persuade ourselves that the millions whom we represent, 
participate with us in the anxious solicitude of the present occasion. 

Yet, we cannot be unmindful, that your moderation and magnanimity, twice display- 
ed, by retiring from your exalted stations, afford examples no less rare and instructive 
to mankind, than valuable to a Republic. 

Although we are sensible that this event, of itself, completes the lustre of a charac- 
ter already conspicuously unrivalled by the coincidence of virtue, talents, success, and 
public estimation ; yet we conceive we owe it to you, Sir, and still more emphatically 
to omselves and to our Nation, (of the language of whose hearts we presume to think 
ourselves, at this moment, the faithful interpreters,) to express the sentinents with 
which it is contemplated. 

The spectacle of a free and enlightened Nation offering, by its Representatives, the 
iribute of unfeigned approbation to its First Citizen, however novel and interesting it 
may be, derives all its lustre (a lustre which accident or enthusiasm could not bestow, 
and which adulation would tarnish,) from the trancendent merit of w hich it is the volun 
tary testimony. P 

May you long enjoy that liberty which is so dear to you, and to which your name will, 
ever be so dear: May your own virtues and a Nation's prayers obtain the happiest sun- 
shine for the decline of your days, and the choicest of future blessings. For our coun- 
try's sake ; for the sake of Republican liberty ;itis our earnest wish that ycur example 
may be the guide of your successors ; and thus, after being the ornament and safeguard 
of the present age, become the patrimony of our descendants.

free and eulightened Nation, the reward will admit of no addition. Receive, Gentlemen, 
my sinceve and affectionate thanks for this signal testimony, that my services have been 
acceptable and useful to my Country. ‘The strong confidence of my fellow citizens, while 
it animated all my actions, ensured their zealous co-operation, which rendered those ser- 
vices successful. The virtue and wisdom of my successors, Joined with the patriotism and 
intelligence of the citizens who compose the other branches of Government, 1 firmly 
trust wl lead them to the adoption of measures, which, by the benificence of Provi- 
dence, will give stability to our system of Government, add to its success, and secure 
to ourselves and to posterity that liberty which is to all of us so dear. 

While I acknowledge, with pleasure, the sincere and uniform disposition of the House 
of Representatives to preserve our neutral relations inviolate, and with them deeply re- 
gret any degree of interruption of our good understanding with the French Republic, 
I beg you, Gentlemen, to rest assured, that my endeavors will be earnest and unceas- 
ing, by all honorable means, to preserve peace, and to restore that harmony and affection 
which have heretofore so happily subsisted between our two Nations; and with you, Y 
cherish the pleasing hope, that a mutual spirit of justice and moderation will crown 
those endeavors with success. 

I shall cheerfully concur in the beneficial measures which your deliberations shall 
mature on the various subjects demanding your attention. And, while directing your 
labors to advance the real interests of our Country, you receive its blessings; with per- 
fect sincerity, my individual wishes, will be offered for. your present and future felicity.

That it appears by the statement of the petitioner, and is proved by the documents 
which accompany his petition, that, in the years one thousand-seven hundred and eighty- 
one, he contracted with Jabez Hatch, then Deputy Quartermaster General, to transport 
clothing, &c. fór the United States, and in one thousand seven hundred and eighty-two, 
he made another contract with the same officer to transport military stores for the Uni- 
ted States—which two contracts wcre both faithfully performed by him. ‘The first con- 
tract was made for certificates, and paid according to the terms of it; the second. con- 
tract, to the amount of more than twenty-thousand dollars, was made for specie; and 
when it became due to the petitioner, the said Hatch had not cash to fulfil the contract 
on the part of the United States. Application. was made to the Commonwealth: of Mas- 
sachusetts, and a loan obtained in certificates or orders, in anticipation of the Continental 
taxes then in collection. Having obtained these orders or certificates, the said Jabez 
Hatch paid the same to the petitioner in satisfaction of the contradt, and he gave à re- 
ceipt in full, as having received specie nominally. This loan was soon after reimbursed 
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inthe Treasury of Massachusetts by an order from the Superintendent of Yinance for 
the United States. 

The committee find that those certificates, issued in anticipation of the taxes, like 
other public paper at that time, passed at a discount, and thatthe petitioner suffered 
by their depreciation. "They are, however, of opinion that, at this time, to undertake 
to redress the injuries sustained by individuals in the depreciation of public paper dur- 
ing the late war, would be productive of greater evils than any possible advantages re- 
sulting from the attempt could compensate. 

The petitioner has heretofore brought this subject under the view of Congress, who, 
after a full investigation, resolved that the prayer of his petition ought not to be granted. 
Though the committee are sorry for the misfortunes of Mr. Dench, they cannot find 
sufficient reasons to justify an opinion that the House should now make a different de- 
cision ; and therefore report that he have leave to withdraw his petition.”

Craik, his Secretary, as followeth : 

Gentlemen of the Sencle and of the House of Representatives : 


At the opening of the present session of Congress I mentioned that some circum- 
stances of an unwelcome nature had lately occurred in relation to france; that our 
trade had suffered, and was suffering extensive injuries in the West Indies, from the 
cruisers and agents of the French Republic ; and that communications had been received 
from its Minister here, which indicated danger of a further disturbance of our commerce 
by its authority, and that were in other respects far from agreeable ; but that I reserved 
for a special message a more particular communication on this interesting subject. This 
communication I now make. 

The complaints of the French Minister embraced most of the transactions of our Go- 
vernment, in relation to France, from an early period of the present war ; which, there- 
fore, it was necessary carefully to review. A collection has been formed of letters and 
papers relating to those transactions, which I now lay before you, with a letter to Mr. 
Pinckney, our Minister at Paris, containing an examination of the notes of the French 
Minister, and such information as I thought might be useful to Mr. Pinckney in any far- 
ther representations he might find necessary to be made to the French Government. 
The immediate object of his mission was, to make to that Government such explanations 
of the principles and condact of our own, as, by manifesting our good faith, might re- 
move all jealousy and discontent, and maintain that harmony and good understanding 
with the French Republic which it has heen my constant solicitude to preserve. A 
Government which required only a knowledge of the (ruth to justify its measures, could 
not but be anxions to haye this fully and trankly displayed. $

Resolved, That so much of the twenty-third section of the said act, as may be con- 
strued to affect the brigadier gerieral and his staff, be, and is hereby, repealed. 

5th. Resolved, That, from and after the day of next, the pay of tlie lieute- 
nants shall be thirty dollars, and that of the ensigns twenty-five dollars per month. "That 
to the brigadier, while commander in chief, he shall be allowed —— rations per day 
extraordinary ; and each officer commanding a separate post, shall be entitled to teceive 
twice the number of rations to which he otherwise would be entitled. 

Resolved, That the majors be entitled to receive four rations per day, for their 
subsistence.

Mr. Swanwick, from the Committee of Commerce and Manufactures, presented, ac- 
cording to order, a bill in addition to an act, entitled ** An act concerning the register- 
ing and recording of ships or vessels ; and to an act, entitled “An act for enroll- 
ing and licensing ships or vessels employed in the coasting trade and fisheries, and 
for regulating the same ;” which was received, and read the first time.

clared that all claims for renewal of loan office certificates and final settlements, not 
presented at the Treasury on or before the first day of June, one thousand seven hun- 
dred and ninety-five, should be barred. 

“That, by act of Congress of the third of March, one thousand seven hundred and 

ninety-five, all certificates, commonly called loan office certificates, final settlements, 
and indents of interest, outstanding at the time of passing the said act, and which should 
not be presented at the office of the Auditor of the Treasury, on or before the first 
day of January, one thousand seven hundred and ninety-seven, were declared to be for- 
ever after barred or precluded from settlement or allowance. 
1. * That most of the cases where certificates of the public debt are said to have been des 
stroyed, took place long before the passing of the said act of the twenty-fourth of April, 
onethousand seven hundred and ninety-four ; and, probably, a great proportion of them 
before the passing of the said resolution of the tenth of May, one thousand seven hundred 
and eighty ; from which circumstance, as well asthe nature of the subject, it would be ex- 
tremely difficult, if not impossible, at this time, to guard against fraud and imposition, 
should further provision be made for renewing them; and the committee cannot find 
stronger reasons in favor of keeping in force the statutes of limitations, in relation to 
any class of claims, than to that contemplated in the resolution referred to them ; They 
are, therefore, of opinion that the House ought not to agree to the same."

If it be an election in the usual course, this notice shall 
be given at least -—— — —— weeks, before the time when the said person is to take his 
seat; if not in the usual course, but to fill à vacancy, then the notice shall be given 
withn ——— days after the persons appointed to hold the election, shall have 
made known, publicly, the state of the poll. The notice shall be delivered in writing, 
at the usual residence of the person returned ; and if he be absent shall be left there open. 

Secondly. Either party intending to take examinations, shallthen apply to some 
Justice, or Judge of the Courts of the United States, or some Chancellor, Justice, or 
Judge of a Supreme, Superior, or County Court, or Court of Common Pleas of any 
State, or some Mayor, or Chief Magistrate of a town or city, and shall obtain a notifica- 
tion, under his hand and scal, directed to the opposite party, and requiring him to at- 
tend, by himself, or his attorney, duly authorized, and cross examine the witnesses. 
This notification shall state the time and place of examination, and the names of the 
witnesses; and it shall be served on the opposite party, or his attorney, duly authorized, 
as either may be nearest to such place, provided either is within one hundred: miles of 
it. For attendance after serving the notification, one day, exclusive of Sundays, shall 
be allowed for every twenty miles. 

Thirdly. Yn all cases where either party shall give notice to the other of his having 
appointed an attorney for the purposes aforesaid, it shall be necessary to serve the above 
mentioned notification on the attorney. 

Fourthly. Every person deposing, shall make oath or affirmation to testify the whole 
truth, and shall subscribe the testimony by him or her given, which shall be reduced to 
writing only by the magistrate taking the deposition, or by the deponent in his pre- 
sence. The deposition, so taken, together with a certificate of the notices, and proof 
of the service of them, shall be sealed up by the magistrate who took it, and transmit- 
ted to the Speaker of this House. . 

Resolved, That the examinations of witnesses, taken in this manner, 
shall hereafter be admitted on the trials of contested elections. . 

Resolved, That copies of any papers recorded in any office of record, provided those 
copies be attested under the hand and seal of the recording officer, shall be ádmitted at 
all such trials, in the same manner as the originals would be, if produced. In like man- 
ner, copies of any other papers of a public nature, and remaining in the possession of a 
public officer, shall be admitted, when attested under the hand and seal of that officer. 

Resolved, That copies of those resolutions shail be forwarded, forthwith, to the 
Executive of every State, with a request that they will cause the managers of every 
election, in their respective States, to be furnished with at least one copy.

An justice they ought to reccive their pay, notonly to thc time of passing the law, but, at 


at leust, to the time of their actual discharge. 

Secondly. Yt will be inconvenient and injurious to the public to dismiss the light dra- 
goons as soon as notice of the law can be conveyed to them, onc of the companies having : 
beem tele destined to a necessary and important service. 

Thirdly. The companies of light dragoons consist of one hundred and twenty-six 
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non-commissioned officers and privates, who are bound to serve as dismounted dragoons 
when orderedso todo. They have received, in bounties, about two thousand dollars ; 
one of them is completely equipped, and above half of the non-commissioned officers 
and privates have yet to serve more than one third of the time of their enlistment ; and’ 
besides, there will, in the course of the year, be a considerable deficiency in the com- 
plement of infantry intended tobe continued. Under these circuuistances, to discharge 
the dragoons does not seem to comport with economy. j 

Fourihly. Yt is generally agreed that some cavalry, either militia or regular, will be 
necessary ; and, according to the best information I have been able to obtain, it is my’ 
opinion that the latter will be less expensive and more useful than the former, in pre- 
serving peace between the frontier settlers and the Indians; and, therefore, a pait of 
the military establishment should consist of cavalry. . I

` À party of the Indians had killed some settlers; their trail was discovered, conducting 


across the Tennessee ; this circumstance induced a belief in their pursuers that the 
Hanging Maw had been concerned in that business, and occasioned his being wounded, 
and the misfortunes complaincd of by his widow. ‘The general opinion, however, repre». 
sents the Hanging Maw as having been unifor:nly friendly to the scttlers ; as vigilant to 
apprize them of the approach of bauditti, and constant in his exertions, on all: occa. 
sions, to compose differences between them and his nation: and withal, as possessing 
considerable influence over the Indians. The same disposition is also attributed to his 
widow, the present petitioner; who, instead of exciting her People to acts of retalia- 
tion, has abated nothing in her friendship to the white People. . š 

< Al these circumstanccs seem to countenance, if not to require for her, a pension 
from the Government, or some other relief from the Legislature. Such a provision 
might also be considered as extending its influence beyond the particular object ; or 
as an inciting cause to other Indians to pursue a similar line of conduct, under circum- 
stances alike cruel and distressing, should they happen. i 

* But, on the other hand, it isto be considered there are citizens on the frontiers who 
have suffered injuries as cruel, and deprivations as severe, by the Indians; and who 
have been thereby left in situations of distress that would equally call for assistance 
from the Legislature. Questions arise whether both descriptions of sufferers ought to 
be provided for. Whether the abilities of Government would be competent to meet all 
possible claims of this nature ; and whether help can be extended by law to the one, 
and consistently refused to the other. À 

“Jt may be said that those „who settle upon the frontiers voluntarily assume all the 
risks and dangers attached to that position ; and, therefore, can have no just claim upon 
Government tor consequences resulting from their choice ; whilst, on the contrary, po- 
licy requires thatthe minds of Indians who may be roused to hostility by acts'of the set- 
should be quieted by small pecuniary interpositions. ; 

« Under these views of the subject, the committee have hesitated what reportto make ; 
but, upon the whole, as the authority vested in the Executive Department is compe- 
tent to meet this claim ; and should the petitioner, from her sufferings and her attach- 
ment to the United States, appear to the Executive to be entitled to any annual relief, 
ds it may be afforded. out of the appropriations for contingent expenses, 10 the Indian 
Department, without an interference of the Legislature ; and, as this mode will proba- 
bly involve the fewest difficulties, the committee think she should apply to that Depart- 
ment y and that the prayer of her petition ought not to be granted.” :
